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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 
Claim 1 1 objected to because of the following informalities: claim 11 is 
dependent upon a cancelled claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or descritted in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3,7,11-13,17,18. are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by US 6.167.587 to Kasper et al. (Kasper). 

The patent to Kasper et al. discloses all the structure of a portable cleaning 
apparatus for cleaning a surface including a housing 14 for movement along the 
cleaning surface; a solution distribution system (see figure 17) mounted at least in part 
to said housing and comprising: a solution distributor 100 operatively connected to said 
housing for distributing a cleaning solution onto the cleaning surface; a first solution tank 
49 and a second solution tank 870 for holding the cleaning solution a handle 16 pivotally 
connected to said housing; and a recovery tank 46 mounted on the housing for holding 
recovered dirt and the cleaning solution, a suction nozzle 17 operatively connected to 
said housing and in fluid communication with said recovery tank for transporting the 
cleaning solution and dirt recovered from said cleaning surface to said recovery 
tank, a suction source 40 in fluid communication with said suction nozzle and recovery 
tank for drawing the cleaning solution and dirt from the cleaning surface through the 
suction nozzle and to the recovery tank. 
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The cleaning apparatus includes all of the structural elements claimed. The reference 
does not include a solid chemical as now claimed. 

The courts have held, "[Elxpressions relating the apparatus to contents thereof 
during an intended operation are of no significance in detennining patentability of the 
apparatus claim." Ex parte Thibault.164 USPQ 666, 667 (Bd. App. 1969). 
Furthermore, "(ijncluslon of material or article worked upon by a structure being claimed 
does not impart patentability to the claims." In re Young, 75 F.2d •>996<, 25 USPQ 69 
(CCPA 1935) (as restated in In re Otto. 312 F.2d 937, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963)). 

In the present claims the contents (solid chemical) of the portable cleaning 
apparatus intended during operation of the apparatus are of no significance in 
detennining patentability of the apparatus claim.
